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Turkey Shooting In Arkansas. 


* MORNING’S ADVENTURE WITH A PANTHER IN THE BUSHES. 

The article in last week’s Sun from your Battle Creek corres¬ 
pondent, “J. A. C.," telling us how he killed the gobler, carried 
me back to the days of Lang Syne, when I, a lad of sixteen, went 
on my first turkey hunt. Ah, that was many years ago, Mr. 
Editor, so many that I dislike to count them. Suffice it to say 
that I have passed far up the rough but sunny hillside of life since 
then, and on my journey 1 have seen and heard many horrible 
sights and sounds. I have heard the deadly pail/ of theMlnnle 
ball as It flashed by me on its mission of death; I have 'ff’i.iffftjt- 
Ively dodged as the screaming shells flew over me, and T v ” 
carry to my grave an ugly scar as a reminder of the “la 
pleasantness.” But through it all, Mr. Editor, I never si> 
beard anythlngthat made the hair stand on my head or cold be..... 
of perspiration break out over me as did ibe piercing scream I 
beard that morning in the gray, uncertain light of day-break, 
nearly thirty years ago, as I was riding to the woods to kill my 
first turkey. Even now as 1 write, though I smile to think of it, 
my heart thumps louder as I recall the inexpressible horror of 
that moment. I am not gifted at “spinning yarns,” but will 
tell you the circumstance as beet 1 can. 

My father owned two plantations, one the home place in Ten¬ 
nessee where his family resided, and the other a cotton planta¬ 
tion in Arkansas. Tbe latier was under control of an overseer 
exclusively, the old gentleman only going down on a flying visit 
every winter to dispose of his crop and make arrangements for 
another year, but from some cause he could not go himBelf, and 
the Winter of 1851 he sent me, then a mere lad,to represent blm. 

Although a country boy and early accustomed to tbe use of a 
gun, I had never shot at anything larger than a mallard and a 
gray squirrel, from the fact that we lived In a thickly settled por 
tiou of the state and civilization had run out the larger game. I 
well remember when my father first intimated that he would be 
obliged to send me to the plantation South, how my heart leaped 
for joy as I thought of tbe deer, bear and turkey that I would kill. 
This vision grew brighter after I arrived on the ground and beard 
the wonderful stories of the darkles and tbe overseer in reference 
to tbe abundance of game, and their statements were true. The 
plantation was on tbe edge of the Mississippi bottom, just above 
overflow, and game of all kinds were In the greatest abundance. 
Tbe depredations of bruin upon the pig pen when he wlBhed to 
change his bill of fare, and get a little fresh pork, were quite 
frequent, and now and then the slender, graceful form of a pan¬ 
ther could be seen gliding with a noiseless, stealthy tread through 
the young cane and underbrush around the outside fence of the 
plantation. I had listened with eager pleasure to the stories of 
big bucks, cunning old gobblers, and was even willing to take my 
chances single handed with a bear, for I believed I could out-run 
one of tbeclumsy-looking creatures If I failed to kill him, but 
my ardor cooled at once when I was told that in all probability 
I would have (he good lieck to get a shot at a panther. Of course 
as I had been Indulging In a good deal of boy braggadocio of how 
I could shoot, etc., I was obliged to express myself as highly de¬ 
lighted with my prospects of such good luck, although I felt a 
sickening fear come over me at the mere thoughts of such an 
encounter. From my earliest childhood I had been taught to 
fear the panther, and the old nursery stories of how they treach¬ 
erously "jumped from the trees on bad little boys, and devoured 
them,” or how “they would lure them into the bushes with a 
plaintive cry like s child and rend them limb from limb,’’ had 
made a lasting Impression on me, and it had a strong hold on my 
fears even at sixteen, besides I had seen them in menageries, and 
their looks by no means belled the reports I had heard. 

The more I thought about my good hick the less anxious I was 
to go out before day to shoot a turkey, but my work was 
done and as I bad expressed my intention of staying a couple of 
weeks in order to bag a few depr, bear and such like, and espe¬ 
cially to kill a few turkeys off the roost for pastime as I had 
never killed any that way (I had never seen a wild turkey), I 
could see noway to get out of tbe dilemma my unblushing boast¬ 
ing bad got me into. I insinuated to the overseer that probably 
he would like to go along with me to see me shoot, and intimated 
as an Inducement that most likely I would show him something 
extra In that way, but he had no taste that way and was perfectly 
satisfied that I could “knock ’em from long taw.” So after 
pleadings waot of sleep as an excuse for not going two mornings 
In succession, X tumbled out of bed the third morning, when 
“Uncle Andy,” the hog feeder, knocked at my door and told me 
my horse was ready. 

‘ You couldn’t ax fera better mornin’ dan dis, not a bit of win’ 
•Hirin', clar as glass and but little fros',” he continued as he came 
in, “you ain't got much time to lose, nuttier ; de woods will be 
fa'rly ringin' wld ’em derectly,” he added asi fumbled about my 
gun, uncertain whether to draw the loads of turkey shot that I 
had put in tbe evening previous, and put In slugs and “blue 
whistlers" for a panther; I finally decided to let them remain, 
and walking ont to my horse, found tbe morning clear and still. 
Andy followed me, and as I mounted asked me if I had any 
“’bacoer” about me. I gave the old fellow a chew, and by way of 
thanking me be wished me “good luck” — “X hope you’ll git a 
shoot at dat panther, boas; I seed bU tracks in de branch yester¬ 
day evenin’ jee outelde'n de bog pen wbar I was feedn'; dey wns 


pintin’ towards de back of the place, and I spec you’ll find him 
dis mornin’ 'boutde Cyprus, tryln’ to get a turkey fur his break- 
fas’." 

Oh, Lord! the little courage I felt as I mounted my horse all 
left me; I felt as limp as a dish-rag, and would have given almost 
anything but my pride to have been safely back In bed. I was 
afraid to trust myself to speak, but 1 gave, I Imagine, a ghastly 
smile as I nodded my head to the old darkey and rode off through 
the negro cabins into tbe big turn-row that led to a small gate at 
the ba. k of the farm, which led into the woods. 

It was nearly a mile back Through ^ui^iiuilulfou to V 'tfie ti* 
her, and as X approached it my Imagination was busy picturing 

1 kinds of hidden horrorB within the dark shadows; tbe solemn 
. " ess of the hour added to my nervousness; not the chirp of a 
a bird could I hear; not a hoot from an owl, or the melan- 
y note of the “whip-o’-will;” not even the mournful sigh of 
tbe wind through the tall cypress and cotton-wood, that at a Bhort 
distance looked like a black shroud ready to envelop me. I 
could stand it uo longer, and stopped my horse, determined to 
wait until It grew lighter. I had scarcely pressed the rein, when 
“ho, ho, ho-a-b,” came from the woods In front of me. Ah, 
sweeter than the notes of a mocking bird was the cry of that old 
horned owl to me, although I had never heard one in my life until 
I came to Arkansas. “Ha, ha, ha,” laughed its mate, much nearer 
to me than the first. The cry had scarcely died away when the 
clear, shrill challenge of an old gobbler answered just outside the 
field, then another and another, until,as old Andy said, the woods 
fairly rang with their notes. I forgot my fears at once, and rode 
forward. 

A few steps carried me out of the cultivated land into a piece 
of new ground that was thickly grown up with weeds, vines and 
bushes of all kinds. My horse was carefully picking Ills way- 
through this when the owl from the woods came sailing by me so 
close as almost to fan my face with his broad wings; my horse 
tripped lu a vine at that instant, and as 1 caught him the most 
piercing frightful scream rent the still morning air that I have 
ever heard. The panther! the panther!! That blood-curdling, 
savage scream that I had so often read about I could now fully 
appreciate. It was so sudden,so loud and fierce that notwithstand¬ 
ing it was right at me I could not locate it exactly. In clutching 
the reins, I had stopped my horse; cold drops of perspiration 
bathed my face, and my heart seemed to stand still in mortal 
fear. The anguish of the few seconds I bat 1 stood thus I can 
never forget. My gun was lying across my lap, and fortu¬ 
nately I he muzzle pointed to the side of the path the scream 
came from. Without changing my position, without moving my 
ray body, for I was afraid to do so, I cocked both barrels, ex- 
pectiug every instant to see the dark form of the savage beast 
spring from the bushes upon me. It seemed hours, but could 
not have been a second or two, before 1 recovered presence 
of mind to attempt an escape; dashitig the spur with all my 
force into the side of my horse, that was standing quietly, he 
plunged through the bushes and only stopped at the gate going 
into the wood, for I was too frightened to turn his head home¬ 
ward. Another savage dig and he carried the gate off its hinges, 
and stood trembling and frightened in a little open space In the 
timber. I quickly dropped six buckshot in each barrel on top of 
tbe loads already in, and turned facing the deadnlng, prepared to 
sell my life as dearly as possible. Never were my eyes and ears 
so severely tried; tbe crack of a dead twig, the falling of a piece 
of bark, would cause my heart to stand still as I covered the spot 
wlih my gun. As day approached—and I reckon its light was 
never more welcome to any human being thau it was to me that 
morning—the little birds began to twitter and soon the woods were 
alive with their songs, but above all was the gobble of the tur 
keys; the woods were literally full of them; three big gobblers 
were ip sight of me when it grew light, and one of them almost in 
shooting distance, but nothing could have tempted me to dis¬ 
mount from my horse or discharge my gun. I waited until sun¬ 
up before I ventured to return. As I neared the house I plucked 
up the little courage that was left In me, for it would never do 
In the world to let them know how I had been frightened at a 
panther. The overseer greeted me w itli: 

“Where’s your turkeys!” 

“Oh, I didn’t get a shot," I replied. ' 

"What I why I reckon I heard fifty gobble if I heard one.” 

“Ycb, so did I; but somehow I didn't get a shot. It was my 
first time out, you know, and I knew nothing of the ground. 
You must go with me in the morning and learn me the woods, 
and then I will show you some shooting. By the way," I added, 
in as careless a manner as I could, “I heard a panther scream out 
there In the deadning this morning. I expect it is the same one 
old Andy has been talking about, and If you will go with me in 
the morning we can probably have some fun after him.” (IIow 
really Insignificant I felt In my heart when I made this swagger¬ 
ing, bluffing speech!) 

“Good as wheat,” he answered; “if there Is any such good luck 
as getting a shot at a panther, I’ll join you, ccrtatu.” 

The next morning found ua both up on time and on our way 
to the woods. I waif not without fear, but I felt my chances of 
beating the overseer running If we should get Into a close place 
were much better than his. As we approached the spot where I 
had beard the scream the morning previous, I pulled up my horse 


and allowed my companion to begin his task of allowing me the 
ground by riding in advance. 

We had scarcely entered the path through the deadnlng, when 
again the old owl from the woods greeted us with a “hoot," and 
its mate again answered from tbe thicket on our left. Tl|p Inci¬ 
dent reminded me so forcibly of the horrors or the morning previ¬ 
ous that I held my breath and paid but little attention to what 
my companion in front was saying, expecting every moment to 
heur the dreadful scream. I did not have to wait long. The 
last ha, ha! of the owl had hardly bushed, when almost Identically 
*-«m the same spot came tbe wild, startling scream that I had 
.ard the morning previous. I was prepared for it, and in an 
instant my gun was up and both barrels full cocked. My com¬ 
panion did not even check bis horse or change his tone of con¬ 
versation. 

“Confound these old owls,” he said; “they almost deafen a 
man when they shriek out that way, and they Bound almost as sav¬ 
age as a panther." 

As I made no reply, he turned in his saddle and noticed that I 
was standing still. 

“What's the mutter!” he asked. 

I took in the situation in an instant. I had mistaken the scream 
of a big hot ued owl for the screaoi of a panther! Bending over, I 
answered that I was fixing my stirrup strap. (I took it up a hole 
and then let it out ugnin.) 

“I thought maybe the owl scared you. I have known men to 
mistake their screech for the yell of a panther.” 

We continued our ride to the timber and succeeded in getting 
a fine gobbler apiece; but mine was badly shot up with buckshot 
that I had intended for the panther. 

1 have heard since theu, Mr. Editor, the savage, blood-thirsty 
scream of a genuine panther, as he fell from a tree, writhing In 
death’s agony, from a shot from a rifle in my hands, and I have 
heard the plaintive call of the female to her youug, but I’ve never 
heard anything to make me shudder with horror as did the screech 
of that horned owl.— Earnest in Rural Sun. 


The Influence of Huntino. —To give our readers some idea 
of the money circulating and social Influence the many packs of 
houuds, mentioned in our last, have upon our British cousins, we 
extract the following from the London Standard: 

“It is no exaggeration to say that huuliug, and especially fox¬ 
hunting, does a substantial national good. With the huutsmen, 
whips, stablemen, and others, there must be at least five thousand 
persons employed in the superintendance of the packs, and there 
must be an annual expenditure of at least £350,000 in carrying 
out the regular work of the several hunts. When to this is added 
the money 6pent North, South, East and West by regular hunting 
men, we should arrive at a sum-total of expenditure connected 
with hunting which would form no mean item even in the budget 
of a Chancellor of the Exchequer. The circulation of so large a 
sum of money aununliy In the country districts must be a most ap¬ 
preciable benefit to all classes, from the tenant-farmers to the 
(humblest members of the rural communities; whilst auother na¬ 
tional advantage arises from hunting, In that to a far greater de¬ 
gree thau the turf it acts as an incentive to the breeding and rear¬ 
ing of stout, valuable horses, which are a very tangible portion of 
a nation's wealth and resources. To each and all of tbe multitu¬ 
dinous and heterogeneous sportsmen the bunting field imparts, as 
Mr. Trollope (himself a mighty hunter) says, “a freedom of man¬ 
ner and openness of countenance which do not exist in the inter¬ 
course between man and man In cities;" and among the many 
characteristic sights which these little islands offer for the inspec¬ 
tion of foreigners there is none more striking than a “lawn meet” 
in front of some time-honored and historic country house. The 
late Lord Herbert, of Lea, who was no less accomplished as a 
rider to hounds than In every oilier relation of life, always main¬ 
tained that no foreigner could form a right estimate of England till 
he had seen a meet of the Pytchley in Althorp Park, or of tbe 
Duke of Rutland's hounds under the lofty brow of Belvoir Castle. 
As for the healthy influence exercised by this princely sport on 
the character and hardihood of our jeuuesse dorve, it Is but neces¬ 
sary to quote the opinions of two distinguished soldiers, e cli of 
whom, though at an interval of more than half a century, speaks 
of the hunting-field as the grandest school for the formation of a 
staff officer. The Duke of Wellington, an ardent follower of 
hounds, never lost an opportunity of encouraging officers to hunt, 
and no words were more frequently on his lips than the well- 
known line In which Somerville extols the chase as “tbe mimicry 
of noble war;” and Sir Garnet Wolseley, one of tbe most practical 
of our living soldiers, lias emphatically warned young officers who 
aspire to distinction at the Staff College that field sports are more 
valuable than books, and a quick eye to houuds as serviceable as 
a knowledge of Ciesar’s "t-ommentarles," or Jominl’s “Art of 
War." In these days, when competitive examinations and deep 
book learning have a strong tendency to give the army far more 
than the necessary supply of “spectacled" officers, the Injunctions 
of such men as the Duke of Wellington and Sir Garnet Wolseley 
are well worth attention. But not only for British officers, but 
for every Englishman who has the time and money at his disposal, 
is the bunting-field an excellent school for tbe acquirement and 
exhibition of many valuable qualities, and the development of tbe 
character and spirit which for generations past have been the 
glory of our people.”

The Fresh Water LlDg. 

Wo say “fresh water ling,” because there Is a marine fish also 
called ling (Molva valgarle) which Is very closely related to the 
flBh of which we write. First, to make clear the fish to wblcb we 
refer, we find its nomenclature to be: “Lake Lawyer,” about 
8andusky, O.; “Eel-pout,” Chicago and Lake Michigan; “Cusk," 
at Boston and Wlnulplssogee Lake; “Loah," by the French Cana¬ 
dians; “Ling” and “Burbot” by naturalists generally; and 
“Quappe,” “Fluss-quappe,” and "Aal-raupe,” by the Germans. 
Its systematic name as given by Jordan, Is Lota laautrie, although 
Dr. BdSn thinks the name of L. utaculota ILe eeur ) is older, and 
therefore entitled to precedence. 

Having established the Identity of our fish, always a hard task 
In America, owing to the multitude of names borne by some fish 
In different localities, we wieh to ask why It Is not more gener¬ 
ally eaten. 

In Germany It Is common iti the markets, and while carp and 
eels sell at a mark (23 cent6) per pound, the “Quappe” is In de¬ 
mand at half that figure. We have seen them in the street mar¬ 
kets In Bremen and also In Berlin, alive in tubs attended by 
women who aerated the water from time to time while awaiting 
purchasers, and, judging from the price at which It sells, the 
“Quappe” seems to rank with the minor fishes, as perch, cypri- 
noida, etc. 

We have eaten them on seveial occasions and found them quite 
good. Wo ate them as much to convince the fishermen that they 
were eatable as anything else, for we had plenty of better fish, 
aa whltcflsh (Coregonue), and bass, and no fish excels the first 
named at the localities where it Is captured. 

Why should it not be eatable! It certainly comes of an aristo¬ 
cratic family, although we are not quite certain which are the 
"blue bloods” among fishes. Yet we have somewhere heard of the 
“codfish aristocracy,” and our ling Is of the cod family; perhaps 
a prodigal who long ago left his kin sporting In the briny and Is 
now in the husk business In fresh water, and who can say that 
upon bis return he may not be allowed to wear a second anal 
and a third dorsal fin, after the manner of his most distinguished 
relatives, but which useful or ornamental appendages he now, in 
bis days of exile limits to one of the former and two of the latter. 
His family fashion of wearing his ventral fins as a necktie is still 
retained, although he has shorn all his barbels but one, which he 
still prefers to wear. 

If any of our readers wish to try this fish on the table, we sug¬ 
gest that as soon as caught it be bled by a longitudinal slit In tbe 
tail and hung up until dead, dress, boll, and serve as fresh cod, 
with drawn butter and parsley, or broil it; allowing It to freeze 
Is said to be an Improvement, to which our experience hath not 
extended. DeKay says the liver Is fine erting, but gives no par 
ticulars; and outside of a few fishermen on the Great Lakes, and 
especially Lakes Michigan and Erie, where it abounds in tbe 
Spring of the year, no one In America seems to know this fish as 
a table fish, and there is uo reason for the prejudice against them. 
Not handsome* Well, neither are we, but we're awful good; 
same can be said of au eel, a lobster, and many other things. 

The “eel-pout,” as here called, is often taken with the hand- 
line by anglers on the Chicago breakwater, but seldom of large 
size, usually a pound or two in weight, whereas they often reach 
ten pounds and upwards; In fact,we have heard of them of thirty 
pounds. 

Of Its gameness we cannot speak, as we never captured one and 
will be glad of Information on this point from those who have 
taken them with a line. Its spawning season is In tbe Fall and 
early Winter, after the manner of most gadoids. 

Our position on the question of fish as food is simply that of 
the Yorkshircman on the beer question. Walking with a friend 
he proposed to go into the nearest, tavern for a pot of beer, to 
which his companion replied: 

"Na’, Toom, let’B go to next house, they keep bad beer In 
tbeer.” 

“Bad beer!” said Toom, “theer’s na' such thing as bad beer, 
It’s all good, but sooin's better’n oothers.” 

And It Is part of our mission on earth to show that there’B no 
bad fish, at the same time admitting “Toom’s" postulate, that 
“Boom’s bette'r oothers.” 


Packing and Transporting Salmon Eggs. 

BY LIVINGSTON STONE, BEFORE AM. FISUCULTURAL ASS’N. 

One of the features of the culture of the salmon family, which 
has contributed without doubt more than anything else to its 
efficiency and wide-spread usefulness, is the fact that it la possi¬ 
ble to transport the eggs of the salmonldaj alive over very long 
distances* The California Salmon-Hatching Station of the Uni¬ 
ted States Kish Commission furnishes a good Illustration of this. 
From this station salmon-eggs are sent alive to points sixteen 
thousand miles apart. 

The sphere of usefulness, therefore, of the California establish¬ 
ment has a radius of eight thousand miles, which enables it, 
theoretically, to Inclose within reach of its beneflclent Influence 
an area of two hundred million square mile6. 

This shows how Immensely the possibility of the wide dis¬ 
tribution of salmon-eggs Increases the utility of the efforts that 
at'ff'feefng made In the calture of salmon. 

Another circumstance about the distribution of salmon-eggs 
which deserves mention, Is that It is no longer experimental, as 
was once believed. It was thought not very long ago that when 
salmon-eggs were sent to a distant point it was a mere matter of 
luck and chance whether they reached their destination alive. It 
Is not so at all. The principles Involved are so simple, and the 
rules of packing and transportlon are so clear and so certain in 
their action, that If salmon-eggs are lost In the course of a 
month’s journey, It Is because of Ignorance or carelessness Id the 
packing or In tbe care of the eggs in transit, and is not a 
question of luck or chance at all, except In this particular, viz., 
If you are obliged to let the eggs go out of your hands, then It 
becomes a matter of chance whether the express agents or others 
In charge of them will faithfully carry out their Instructions. As 
a general thing they do not. 

When the rules for packing and transportation are faithfully 
observed, you may be just as snre of finding your salmon-eggs 
alive at tbe end of a ten thousand mile journey, as you would be 
of finding your horse or your dog alive after a trip from BostOD 
to New York. The element of uncertainty In the transportation 
of aalmon-eggs has been entirely removed in theory. When It 
cornea to practice, It depends, of course, on whether the con¬ 
ditions of safety can be secured and carried out; but when 
salmon-eggs are loat In a month’s journey, it has been, not from 
any necessity for It, but because some of tbe rules for packing 
and transportation have not been observed. 

The rules for packing salmon eggs may be briefly stated, as 
follows: 

I, They should be packed at the right age. The right age la 


Juet when the choroid pigment, or eye-spot, as it Is commonly 
called, shows as a clear, distinct black spot through tha ehell of 
the egg. The reason why this 1 b the right age Is because the 
embryo, previous to that stage, Is too delicate to bear tbe Jour¬ 
ney, and every day after that stage Is reacted, the outer shell of 
the egg becomes more and more fragile, and consequently leas 
able to stand the pressure to which It must be subjected in pack¬ 
ing. 8ee Rule No. 5. 

2. Tbe egga before being packed should be washed pefeetly 
clean, ao that every pore will be able to do Its beat service in the 
severe trial which is before them. It Is evident If the pores of the 
eggs are half stopped up with dirt, or half covered with fungus, 
It Is in no condition to survive the ordeal of a long journey In a 
packing box. I will not reflect upon my reader's Intelligence by 
saying that the eggs must be healthy eggs to begin with, but wll 
say that If their vitality has been weaked by sediment, fungoid 
growths, attacks from water lusects, or any other causes what¬ 
ever, they had better be kept where they are. They are certainly 
not fit to pack for a long journey. 

3. In packing, use as far as practicable fresh, living moss. This 
is very desirable. Indeed, as the live moss takes up the effete ex¬ 
halations from the eggs, and in return furnishes oxygen to sus¬ 
tain the life of the embryo. Indeed, so serviceable Is living mosB 
in this respect, that fish-eggs packed in It can be enclosed In a 
perfectly alr-tlght package safely for a long time. 

4. Use clean moss, from which all extraneous matter, such as 
EtlckB, dead leaves, and the like, have been removed. Decaying 
vegetation or hard substances can do the eggs no good, and may 
do them harm. 

5. The eggs should be packed very tightly. There is very lit¬ 
tle danger in your exerting too much pressure on them If they are 
taken at the right stage, and If moss and eggs are all right to 
start with. In packing the California salmon eggs, which have 
made the journey successfully from the Pacific to the Atlantic so 
many times the last few years, the moss la plied up an Inch or two 
above the top of the packing boxes, and then the covers are forced 
down to their place by a very strong pressure. If the eggs are 
healthy and packed at the proper stage, it will not Injure them In 
the least, and the close packing, consequent upon this pressure, 
will keep them in their place, which Is one-half the battle. If 
you are afraid the egg shell will not bear the pressure, try to 
squeeze a healthy salmon egg between tbe thumb and fiDger when 
the eye-spot first shows, and Bee how much pressure It will stand 
before the shell breaks. 

6. Protect the box of moss which contains the eggs from 
changes of temperature by a competent outer packing of saw ¬ 
dust, or some other non-conducting material, to keep the heat or 
extreme cold to which the package may be subjected from reach¬ 
ing tbe eggs within. 

(The author thinks that moss la the best material for the outer 
packing, but does not here Insist upon It.) 

7. When exposure to warm air is to be guarded against, it is 
necessary to provide ice-chambers in the outer packing-boxes. 
As this Is merely a question of mechanical contrivance, I will 
not enlarge upon it here any further than to say that the lee- 
chambers should be so arranged that the water and the cold 
coming from the melting ice should be allowed to descend upon 
the eggs. 

3. By all means, 11 ice is used, have apertures in the top and 
bottom of tbe egg-boxes to let In and let out the water caused 
by the melting ice. The openings at the top let the Ice-water 
iu to the eggs, which cools and refreshes them; while, on the 
other band, the openings at the bottom let the water out, wblcb 
is absolutely indispensable, aa there Is nothing more surely fatal 
to salmon-eggs than stagnant water. 

If the above directions are carried out, it makes very little 
difference what tbe size of tbe packing-boxes Is, or the shape or 
the material, provided they are clean, strong, convenient, and 
suitable for general packing purposes, It being desirable only to 
remember that the depth of the boxes containing the moss and 
eggs should not be over six inches. 

For tbe benefit of inexperienced amateurs in fi6h-culture I will 
repeat the programme for packing eggs, so well-known to all 
professional flsb-culturlsts, viz.: Place at the bottom of the 
box first a substantial layer of moss, then a piece of mosquito- 
bar the size of the box, then a layer of eggs, then another similar 
piece of mosqulto-bar, then a layer of moss, then mosquito-bar 
and eggs again, and so on to the top. The layers of mosB should 
be thick enough to effectually prevent the adjacent layere of 
eggs from touching each other, and tills Is about all that Is neces¬ 
sary, The top layer of all should be considerably thicker. 
transportation of the eggs. 

The whole secret of the successful transportation of salmon- 
eggs lies In observing this one rul, viz.: 

(I.) KEEP THE EGOS COLD. 

By cold, I mean as Dear the the freezing-point as they can be 
kept without freezing. I cannot emphasize this point enough. 
If you pack the eggs properly, and keep them cold enough, you 
are perfectly certain, with the exercise of an ordinary amount of 
common sense, leaviug accidents out of account, to take them 
safely a month’s journey. There Is no chance or uncertainty 
about it. Indeed, It Is safe to say that If it were practicable to 
keep the temperature at 33 deg. Fahrenheit, you could take 
salmon-eggs around the world alive. On the other hand, If you 
let them get warm, you arc perfectly certain to lose them. 

This was undoubtedly tbe cause of the loss of the shipments of 
California salmon-eggs to Europe In the Fall of 1877. At some 
point between Sacramento and Liverpool the eggs, not, of course, 
through any conscious neglect of the messenger in charge, but 
undobtedly without his knowledge, were allowed to get warm, 
and, as a necessary consequence, were lost. The disaster could 
not have resulted from tbe packing, because a larger lot, sent at 
the same time and packed in the same way, accomplished the 
Journey of eight thousand miles, and across the tropics to New 
Zealand In safety, and proved a triumphant success, only 5 per 
cent, being killed In transit. 

In the observance of the above rule lies tbe whole science of 
tbe transportation of the salmon family. 

If from accident or otherwise the eggs should get warm or dry, 
drench them copiously with Ice-water. If they have not already 
suffered Injury, this will set them all right again for a new start. 
I need not add that the packing-boxes should never be allowed 
to ride on end, but should always he right side up or the reverse. 

If flsh-culturallsts would take pains to pack their salmon-eggs 
according to the rules given above, and would make sure of carry¬ 
ing out of the one rule for transportation, viz.: keeping the eggs 
eft Id, there would be no more of the very anDoylDg losses of 
eggs which have so frequently occurred. 

* The longest distance ever successfully overcome In the tranapor- 
tallun of fish eggs, I believe, was between Charlestown, New Hamp¬ 
shire. and Chrtstohurcb, Few Zealand, being upwards of eleven tbou- 
eaud five handred miles. Tble was In the case of a lot of “Salmo Fon- 
tlnalls" eggs, which were shipped for New Zealand by Meesre. Stone 
and Hooper, Charlestown. Now Hampshire, In the Fall of 1876.

them, and It strikes us as a most valuable aid to the work of all 
Fishery Commissioners. With such charts they are entUnd to 
judge or the wants of each and every eke, pond, and stream 
within their Jurisdiction and promptly fiecide upou theRostra

iu the land, aud awakened new Interest In the old question of 
the mode by which this mysterious fish perpetuated lte race, 
oue which had battled all inquirers since man first sought to pen¬ 
etrate the secreta of creation, and which had1 almost by common 
consent beeu relegated to the category of things which no fel- 

low can tiud out.” . . , .. 

In commenting ou this discovery, writers have ransacked his¬ 
tory from Aristotle down, and have given all the theories which 
have been entertained by people who framed them In order to 
hide tbelr Ignorance, and who bad not the moral courage to con¬ 
fess that they really did not know how the fish did ! '

He has just finished 
some exquisite water views, some with a trout, and others with 
a black basB, or a salmon In the foreground, on mother of pearl 
shell which gives a life expression to the scale-tints. They will 
be in the wludows of Tiffany & Co., New York, during the holi¬ 
days. 

We fear for the trout crop in the streams this season. Hardly 
had the note of Mr. James Annin, of the Caledonia Trout Ponds, 
gone to press when a prodigious raln-Btorrn swept over the Atlan¬ 
tic States carrying away bridges and even houses. Such a flood 
at this time of the year Is not remembered by the oldest inhabi¬ 
tant, and the early trout eggs may all be washed out or smol.1) 
ered. 

Messrs. Goode and Bean have just described a new speceies of 
Argentina from Sable Island Bank, under the name of A yyaten- 
siurn, but we feel called upon to explain that the Bank iu ques¬ 
tion is not a “national," nor has the silver flah any connection 
with the silver bill now before congress, therefore the member 
from the argentiferous hills can rest assured that trade dollars 
are still received at the office of the Cbicaoo Field; only four 
of them are required for a year’s subscription. 

—A pestilence has appeared among the fishes In neighborhood 
of Elbing-on-theOder, which causes great apprehensions. But 
the opinion is that it can only exlBt in lime soils. If the water 
pest is torn from the bottom it shows lime on the roots. The 
water-pest existed from 1869 to 1873, then it smothered all other 
water plants and the fishermen feared it greatly, but now they 
wish it back for those were the best years of the fisheries as it 
seems that Instead of injuring the water It cleared It, and in its 
foliage the fish found security, and never before bad the fish 
reached as large slue, nor have they since. 

At Southport, England, lines are baited and laid out on the 
sand at low tide and not examined until the tide recedes again, 
when the fish, if any, are taken off. The tide lays bare a strip of 
sand nearly a mile in width at this place, and cod are the princi¬ 
pal fish so taken. The iron pier at which boats land at low water 
is seven-eighths of a mile In length, and is used as a promenade, 
and although the sand is exposed at low water for its entire 
length, it is a favorite fishing place for hand-line anglers at other 
stages of the tide. Twopence admission is charged, and on pleas¬ 
ant days crowds throng it in the afternoons to see the gulls feed 
at the end.

for what life was originally Intended. Thou art a vain, insignifi¬ 
cant mortal! pursuing shadows! Ambition lures thee, Fame daz¬ 
zles, Wealth leads thee on panting! Thou art chasing spectres, 
goblins that satisfy not. If thou hast not caught a trout, this 
world Is to thee, as yet, a blank, existence Is a dream! Go and 
weep. Come with me and thou shalt see for what man was made. 
Thou shalt learn for what those faculties were given, that thou 
art wasting on minor objects. The brook rolls brightly before 
thee; the forest is deep and wild, and Its branches hang over the 
stream ; It leaps on with silvery laughter, like youth that bounds 
joyfully to the dark ocean of age.”— Troullng in Northern New 
Hampshire. 

—When Herr Haack, Director of the Imperial Establishment 
for Fishculturc at Hunlngue came to Bremen to meet the salmon 
eggs, he brought down some large brook trout and one ritter or 
sal tiling (Salma Mh’ilintm), charr the English call it, of three 
pounds weight which was the handsomest salmo which we have 
ever seen. These fish were served at the Hotel Europe for our 
especial benefit, and we agreed with Drs. Finsch and Llndermann 
that it was as far ahead of the trout in flavor as it was in beauty. 
The salbllng grows in some waters in Germany to the weight of 
six pounds and would be valuable for American waters. It re¬ 
quires the coldest water, and is as carnivorous as lake trouts gen 
erally, but for the table, Is, In our opinion, superior to either of 
our lake trouts. 


Oh! Waddlngton, Whltford and Wlnford what think ye of such 
dog gospel as this! And of the thousands of owners of sporting 
dogs In the United States I would ask, does not your favorite 
pointer or setter know the difference between a dead or a wounded 
bird, and an uuwounded onei and does he not in a manner that 
speakB plainer tbau words commuulcate his knowledge to you! 
If not, shoot him and procure a dog that is taught by nature to 
distinguish between dead and living as readily ns the commonest 
cur can distinguish his master's trail, though crossed by fifty 
others. 

“Retriever" claims that retrieving affects a dog's nose, as eat¬ 
ing allects a man’s appetite, or as strong odors affect the sense 
of smelliog in either human or animal. Now If this comparison 
held good, a dog that had been, as it were, almost paralysed 
from the scent of a covey of quailB on which he had been stand¬ 
ing, would be absolutely worthless iu following up the scattered 
covey,as his nostrils would be “overfilled" to such an extent, that 
nothing short of a recently uulimbered skunk would make the 
slightest Impression on his olfactory nerves; and a close point 
on a single bird would have the same effect, and make him in¬ 
capable of finding either dead or living birds for some time. 

Io England where large packs of hounds are kept at an ex¬ 
pense of thousauda of pouud6 yearly, and where all sport is car¬ 
ried on regardless of cost,the retriever is used together with other 
adjuncts of shooting, such as gamekeepers, markers, etc., by the 
noblemen aud wealthy geutlemen as a means of killing time and 
spending money; but in practical America, and to the average 
sportsman, the simple retriever, except for ducking, is as unnec¬ 
essary as the fifth wheel to a wagon. And I coutend, and hun¬ 
dreds of sportsmen will bear me out, that the setter or pointer 
properly handled, will, in upland shooting, beat the retriever in 
his own field, and that, without detriment to his other good qual¬ 
ities.

Retrieving a Necessity In Practical America.

Editou Chicago Field:— There will, of course, always be 
difference of opinion among sportsmen in regard to many things 
pertaining to dog and gun, and each one, having his own private 
opinion on any subject, has, unquestionably, the right to express 
it publicly ; but some of your correspondent* in exercising this 
privilege, advance theories that are In direct opposition to com¬ 
mon sense; and while their idea* only appear absurd and amusing 
to the sportsman of experience, they tend to mislead the young 
sportsman or new beginner. I am led to these remarks by read¬ 
ing an article in your last issue from “Retriever,” which leaves 
me in doubt as to whether the writer is a cotemporary with Ellen 
Alice’s venerable friend 1 , or as a friend of mine—u sportsman of 
two hemispheres—remarked after reading the article in question, 
“He surely is a shingle short.” 

Hear him: “When the dog comes on a bird he should point it, 
dead or alive, and if it runs, road It, standing when the bird 
stands, and trailing it up when it runs.” 

Shades of Nimrod I what a spectacle, and what sport the 
owner of such a dog might have with his first winged bird, which 
would furnish the trailing and pointing dog work for the balance of 
the day, with no prospect of the game ever being brought to bag. 

Again he says, “To expect a dog to do one thing with an un¬ 
wounded bird and diametrically opposite with a wounded bird, is 
to expect too much; in fact, is to expect him to know whether a 
bird Is wounded or not, which I think Is demanding a little too 
much, even of as Intelligent an animal as the sporting dog.”

It occurred to me one day, as 1 looked at my friend following 
closely an Inch or two from my heel, as though he, too, sniffed 
danger in the distance—“Suppose somebody took a fancy to Rob; 
what if oue of the dawg fraternity were, with a device which 
even he could not withstand, to seduce my trusty vassal from his 
allegiance?” The mere thought made me very uneasy, ami on 
my return home I gave special orders to the servants to keep a 
sharp eye on the dog, warning them that I should hold every 
member of the household responsible for his safety. Our joint 
anticipations (mine and Rob’s) were shortly realized. The next 
Sunday morning the dog, who always slept iu my room, thinking, 
no doubt, that I was justly entitled to an extra hour’s bed ou the 
Sabbath, ahd ought uot to be disturbed, had crept gently down¬ 
stairs when the servants brought up my tea, and, finding the 
Btreet door open, had 6trolled into the street. I awoke soon alter, 
and whistled for my pet; there was no answer, and l discovered 
to my consternation that my friend had gone. The whole house 
was in a 6tate of confusion; the neighborhood was scoured, but 
not a trace of the lost animal could be found. NVbat was to be 
done? What were the best steps to take for his recovery < I 
held a family council, and we unanimously came to the conclusion 
(a perfectly wrong one, by the way) that the best thing to do was 
to apply to the police, aud authorize them to issue handbills offer¬ 
ing a reward for the restoration of the absentee. I dld so^ami 


the reward offered was ten pounds. Day after day passed, fre*b 
bills were issued,advertisements were inserted in the daily papers, 
the reward doubled, but with no succees. Three weeks after I 
was sitting in ray chambers reading briefB, when my clerk an¬ 
nounced that a man had called who wished to see me on urgent 
private business, but who refused his name. The minute he 
entered it occured to me what the private business was. ‘Lost 
a dawg, air, I believe 1” said he. “Collie dawg—valuable dawg, 
sir; and I’ve heerd of one to-day answers the description from 
nose to tail. If It’s all square and right, guv’nor, 1 know a pal 
of mine as might be able to work the hanimal back. ’ I was so 
anxious to recover my dog, that without much further parlance 
I gave in, and it was finally arranged that 1 was to bring the 
money In gold to Shoreditch Church at half past seven o clock 
that night. The time for starting arrived, and I don’t think I 
ever saw such a night—certainly not fit to turn a dog out, but. I 
was going to try and bring one home. The wl».d blew a hurri¬ 
cane, and down pelted a mixture of snow aud hall. I trotted 
across the Temple Square, through Sergeant’s Inn Into Fleet 
Street, hailed a hansom, jumped In, and in twenty minutes was 
standing on the pavement outside the railings of Shoreditch 
Church. Peeling through the snow I could sec nobody at first, 
but presently a man with a peculiar gait emerged from a dark 
corner, and cautiously shambled up to me. “Dawg, sir, said 
he, touching his hat, “come about a dawg, sir, lost in Upper 
Brook Street, twenty pounds reward; arc you the gentleman. 

It was not a night to stand parleying, so I quickly gave him to 
understand that he was right in his conjectures that I wanted 
my dog, and was quite prepared to hand him over the money. 
“Waita minute, sir,” he said, “business can’t be done in that 
Bort of way. You’re not on the cross, sir? By yourself, no slops 
about!” I hastened to assure him he had nothing to fear from 
me; that I had already promised his agent in the morning, and 
that my word was my bond. To my astonishment aud disgust he 
then informed me that the dog was not In his possession, but 
that If 1 followed him to the second-class refreshment room or 
the Blsbopgato Station the bargain should he con¬ 
cluded. I kept my temper with difficulty, I confess, 

and muttering something not very complimentary to my 
guide, he led the way, and I followed. On ar- 
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riving near the station be was joined by another man, and we 
all three proceeded down the platform into a dark corner out- 
Bldo the second-class refreshment room. “Now, sir,” said my 
guide, “give us the quids, and in five minutes you shall have 
your dawg." I explained to him that the arrangement would 
uot suit me. In the first place, 1 had no security that my owu 
dog would he returned, and, In the next, that I was not quite 
such a fool as to hand him over the money uutll he in return 
handed my dog over to me. There was a good deal of haggling, 
but eveutually it was arrauged that I should hand his friend the 
twenty sovereigns, that he should fetch the dog, and in the 
meautime I should mount guard over the stakeholder. Within 
a few mluutes the principal returned, and Kofi, catching sight of 
ine, nearly broke away from the rope by which he was held, and 
once more passed into ray possession. It was bitterly cold, and 
wishing, for reasons I will presently explain, to see more of my 
companions, 1 invited them into the refreshment-room, and 
offered them something to drink. The offer, I need hardly say, 
was promptly accepted. My Shoreditch friend, iu answer to my 
inquiries, described the manner by which the dog was stolen; 
how they had been waiting days for him, aud how, eventually, 
he was enticed from the door, and bundled Into a covered baker’s 
barrow, which was ready in waiting round the corner. 1 ven¬ 
tured to remurk that they must be dolug a thriving business, and 
that twenty guineas was a good deal to give for the restoration 
of one dog, when the answer I received was that "It was only 
two quid apiece; there were ten on ’em in It, aud it was share 
and shaie alike." 1 then modestly explained that, knowing who 
I was, I thought it rather too bad to steal my dog. “Ah, that’s 
the best of It, ’ said he. “Lord, sir, you should ha’ seen ’ow my 
pall Bill, ’ere, did laugh. ‘ ’Ain’t it rather ’ard,’ says I, ‘to take 
the counsellor’s dawg!’ ‘Not a bit, Jim,’ says he; ‘he’s bad a 
good lot out of us, why shouldn’t we get a leetle out of ’im!’ ’’ 
The two scoundrels went off into a lit of laughter, in which i am 
very much afraid 1 joined. As I said before, 1 had other rea¬ 
sons for prolonging tbi6 Interview, and so 1 had. A frieud and 
neighbor of mine, who bad lately lost his Collie for the fourth 

. endeavoring to recover him. I 

the animal, and was not long in 
discovering that the lost one was in the hands of these Philis¬ 
tines. I ordered some more whl6ky-and-water for the party, aud 
offered half tue sum I had paid for my own dog for the recovery 
of my frieud’a; they seemed to relish this as an excellent joke, 
and on my venturing to remind the Shoreditch gentleman that 
the dog was an old one, aud not half as valuable as mine, bo 
replied, “Quite true, sir, he is an old ’un, and not so much 
value iu the market as the other. He wouldn’t do for exporta¬ 
tion, like yourn, but then you see he belongs to a lady. She’s 
so fond of him, the children douts on him, he's a reg’lar h’old 
family relic; sure to get him back, sir, sure.’’ This was rather 
too much; and, feeling there was no chance of success, I com¬ 
menced, in rather forcible language, to give the speaker a piece 
of my mind. “Not goin’ to round on us, guv'ner,’’ lie re¬ 
plied, "not going to round; we knew we could take the coun¬ 
sellor’s word, he"ain’t a goto’ to break it." I at once put him at 
rest on that point; that, although, according to the treaty he 
was safe for that night, I was not likely to forget the features 
and appearance of the man who had helped to deprive the coun¬ 
sellor of his favorite dog. The two muttered something, and 
hurried oil. Koh and I jumped Into a hansom, and iu an hour’s 
time were both asleep before the fire. Two years passed away, 
aud once more the forty thieves were abroad, and were levying 
contributions from the public more daringly than ever. Things 
came to such a pitch that the authorities took the matter up, aud 
I, in my official capacity, was instructed to prosecute. The very

He was 
again tried, again convicted, and sentenced to eighteen months 
for the misdemeanor, and twelve more for the felony. Now, as 
it is a known fact that habitual criminals prefer live years’ penal 
servitude to two years’ bard labor, thirty months rather staggered 
him. He put his hand up to his head, and, looking very hard at 
me as lie was hurried from the court, muttered to himself, 

Know’d he’d have me some day, but he’s made me pay d-d

Retrieving Does Not Destroy live Sense of Smell. 

MointtSTOWN, N. J. 

Editou Cuicaoo Field:—A s it is now close upon the end of 
another year and nearly time for us Jerseyincn to put away our 
guns and tie up our dogs. I must, encroach upon your good 
will by sending you my annual gossip. 

Oh, that I was young again! A different life I would lead. I 
would buy a dog and gun and read all Ibe shooting news and try 
and lie a shooter’s son. But age is telling its tale on your corre¬ 
spondent, so I must pul up with my present education and look 
with content ou the doings of the present age of shooters. 

Some say Katie did and some say Katie didn't ; but 1 see they 
all have the best dog6, as usual. Well! Jersey Is out of the 
Union for good dogs, so we won’t quarrel and claim a foul. 

Now for retrieving. This has been a subject tbst many of your 
readers take a great interest in writing up. So far ns 1 can see, 
it does not make a particle of difference witli the dog’s scenting 
power. I have shot over one brace of setters, or redoodles or 
what you may please to call them, this Fall. I allow one ol them 
to do ail the retrieving. 

In one Instance this Fall I shot down a grouse while shooting 
on*a very steep hill side; the bird was winged; it ran a good bit 
from where it fell and crawled under a log. I 6etit the dog for 
“dead bird." He pointed where the bird fell, and on being or¬ 
dered on, roaded the bird to the log. He attempted to lift the 
bird, hut it made a great struggle to escape; hut "old reliable” 
had too good a mouth to let grouBey go. It was quite eighty 
yards away from where I stood; the dog had to bring the bird 
with one wing flapping whilst It made every effort to escape. 
The dog came to a standstill, much to my surprise. Thinking he 
might be mouthing the bird, I called to him, but, he heeded not. 
I went carefully toward him and when within ten paces of him 
was much surprised to flush another grouse that lay behind a small 
sapling. I bad the pleasure of killing him so that he never even 















Buttered. I took the winged bird and found It bad scarcely a 
feather disturbed, and Bent "old reliable" for the other bird. I 
stowed them In my bag and marched along. 

I have written this tnctdeut fully so that your readers may be¬ 
lieve I am a non-believer in the theory that retrieving Injures a 
dog’s scenting powers. It Is the performance of a duty which is 
the moat pleasing to witness during one’s day s shoot. My dogs all 
retrieve In their turn. When huutlng one or more brace It has 
always been, and will be, my habit to let the dog pointing the 
game retrieve It whilst the backers stay charged till the bird is 
brought In. 

I could relate many an Instance that occurred this Fall and 
during years gone by, when I have had sometimes two and one- 
half brace of dogs In the field at a time. When one dog finds 
his game then the fun comes In to get a good back. The youug, 
Inexperienced dog sometimes flurries around until he catches the 
scent, whilst the older ones back at first sight. When all get 
settled down to work the gunner can’t help saying, What a 
hoauliful sight.” Brothers, on this polut I agree with you. Be¬ 
yond this there Is a little fun when we get one, two, three or four 
shots and never a bird to any gun. , . 

Well I must pass along. When breech-loaders first came out, 

I was shoot ing with an old friend, practical aud well schooled with 
dog and gun. 1 made the remark to him then, “You will soon 
buve dogs break shot." My words came true. For scarcely is a 
gun fired when off vou tramp again without halting to load, tbe 
shells being slipped In and the dogs let to run for dead bird or 
to look for another. Why not stop a little, take a breath, take 
time to load, wet your whistle, tell a good story If you like; but 
don’t be In sucb a great hurry. You will find your dogs more 
faithful and more steady; you will be better pleased when night 
calls you home. I write about this because I sec so much of it 
every week that it disgusts me to shoot In company with a great 
many men. 

"Dead bird,” then Its a race who get6 there first, dog or shooter. 
There Is no care of anything but to get the bag full. 

Oualls have been quite pleuty In Jersey this Fall. If we have 
no heavy snows this Winter there will be a good lot left over, for 
the quail Is tbe most educated bird we have ; after the bevy once 
gets up they bid you good-bye, and seldom are there half a dozen 

single birds found. , 

Grouse are scarce and will be as long as woodcocks can be shot 
from July 4 to Jan. 1. I have no faith in this kid-glove wood¬ 
cock shooting all through the Summer, when the partridge (ruffed 
grouse) chicks fly up Into the trees and the eager hunters 
mouths water for a taste of-chlckcys. I f the good people could 
make a law to shoot woodcock in July only, then to close up the 
season till Oct. 10, re-openlng till Dec. 20, we would avoid all 
this early foul shooting, and the slaughter made in tbe December 
enows. 

This part of ray letter I should like all true sportsmen to care¬ 
fully peruse. 

While shooting grouse in Pennsylvania I did not And them as 
plentiful as last season. The old settlers the backwoodsmen 
that, have spent three score and ton years about these old barrens 
—say that they have for the last, two or three years back found 
a number of young groUBC dead that were covered with wood 
ticks; und they gave this as a cause of the youug dying. There 
Is certainly some cause, and this above reported looks like a rea¬ 
sonable one. . , 

I have several sons of old Kentucky that are true as steel and 
game to the death. ___ Colonel.

A little company of gentlemen, aud true sportsmen In Held and 
turf, happened to meet the evening that number of your paper 
arrived. That letter was formally read for discussions, which 
brought about a good deal of pleasant talk, about the gran 
Hurricane” who—peace to his ashes—the oldest, and most expe¬ 
rienced of the party whose glossy gray, or rather white locks, 
and round, full, expressive and genial face told of solid enjoy¬ 
ment In the participation of all manly sports, and whose courtly 
manners well lit him to be the leading and beloved physician of 
our city, first settled down to speak of Dear F. He said he 
thought he could explain his error.

A hundred Instances were related where 
pointers and setters while retrieving, and the birds actually flut¬ 
tering their wings around their noses and eyes, holding the bird 
daintily by the head, not mouthing it, would come to a point and 
Btand until ordered on. 

These dogs were the beBt of their kind. Thousands of dollars 
have been spent In gettlog the beat blood and doge that could be 
obtained und Imported direct. The offspring of these, dogs were 
never sold, but If the stock Increased too rapidly the surplus were 
either killed or given away to friends as presents; hence the breed 
was purity Itself; and by this means kept so. It was believed 
that the easy teaching and training them to perform this double 
service.proved them to be pure blood and no mongrela. I will quote 
two of tbe many Instances that were related as actual occurences 
participated In by the venerable doctor andtheother relator. One 
was of a full-blooded pointer that was easily taught to hunt and 
retrieve, and belonged to one of the most celebrated hunters an 
shots in this country,—huuting all kinds of game, especially large 
game, and had all the various kinds of dugs for Ills purposes. 
Undoubtedly it was owing largely to this circumstance that was 
greatly to the advantage of the pointer. The Doctor one day 
1 took his dog and gun and went to the residence of this gentleman 
for a day’s hunt. As they were going leisurely along, this dog 
came suddenly to a point. Not expecting any blrdB about this 
ground, the gentleman said: “Stop, Doctor, there must be a 
deer in that thicket," at the same time raising himself In his 
1 stirrups to see,whenafine buck raised himself and Btarted off. The 
Doctor called out, “Shoot bltn I" His friend calmly replied: Oh, 

! let him have a chance for his life." And when about fifty yards 
off he fired and brought him down. They then went on hunt- 

* Ing birds for the day, resulting In a great success; the dog hunt¬ 
ing and retrieving all of the time and after pointing and obeying 

1 the orders of his master, and the bird killed, he would not at- 
t tempt to retrieve until his master bid him “go fetch," or dead 

bird;” and it was not uncommon for him, going or coming, to 
[ point another bird. The dog as gallantly retrieved as he hunted 
and pointed; and in retrieving scarcely wet a feather. 

» This gentleman had a pack of hounds for deer and fox hunt- 
t ing, and the pointer was always on band, when deer hunting with 
the houods, he was always leading them, and opened at the proper 

* time, would go fall tilt through a covey of birds, and although 
Q they would fly up all around him, he would pay no attention 
£ to them. So with the fox—he seemed to know by the Burround-

By the yray, the association might dabble a little In natural 
history, for pastime, aud Investigate aud report on the singular 
phenomenon observable In a side hunt reported in the Chicago 
Field of late date; namely, that when an Individual had suc¬ 
ceeded In killing Ills 25 quails (to kill more In one day la unlaw¬ 
ful) the “snipes” Invariably thereafter got up before him, while 
the unlucky chap who had not yet reached the lawful 25, failed 
to raise a single “snipe” in a whole day’s tramp 1 

These birds were evidently rare old patriarchs of the snipe 
family, who, having successfully eluded the patient pilgrims who 
git shivering In the moonlight holding the traditional “gunny 
bag," had out of pure gratitude to the sportsmen for the enact¬ 
ment of beneflclent game lawB, offered themselves voluntary 
sacrifices that the law-abidiug sportsman might continue to sport 
after his lawful measure of quail had been tilled. Surely, 
“snipes" having such a high sense of gratitude, and flue dis¬ 
crimination ought not to be ruthlessly exterminated. 

Let us be careful to observe the law ourselves, otherwise we 
are not likely to feel that healthy assurance necessary to enable 
us to require others to do so. A few years of honest effort In the 
right direction will so improve public sentimeut that the game law 
will be universally observed. It behooves sportsmen to do some¬ 
thing iu the way of example as well as in the enforcement of 
precept.

({nail Shooting. 

A correspondent furnishes the Hopkinsville, Ky., .VewAVa with 
the following description of a quail shoot with Major Thomas 
and Captain Patrick Henry: 

Seated quietly In my room on last Wednesday evening, there 
came a loud rap on the dooi, which was soon opened, and to my 
greftt delight my hand was grasped by Maj. Tom, and looking out 
to the gate, there was Capt. Vat, busy unloading guns of the 
latest Improved breach-loading English patterns: ammunition all 
fixed and In sulllcient quantity for a regular siege, and In 
addition to Pride of the South, two young Llewcllin sellers, one 
called Breckenrldgc, a full brother of Pride, the other Lorna, and 
old Pedro, the pointer, and Jack, a splendid specimen of the late 
enfranchised, ought to be mentioned, and last, hut not least by 
any means on a bunt, a few black bottles marked “L. B. C." 
(You know wliat these letters stand for). It. took but a few 
minutes to store guns and ammunition and provide a house and 
beds for the dogs, and after supper wo gathered around a cheer¬ 
ful lire to tell each other of the lives we had lived since last we 
met, and to anticipate the delightful sport of the morrow. Capt. 
Pat, as the youngest and most handsome, was allowed to lead off 
with a description of bis six months' visit to theold world, of the 
wonders exhibited at the Paris exposition, of what be saw at 
Berlin and Vienna, of the passage over the Alps, of Loudon, Liv¬ 
erpool, Birmingham and other cities, of his shooting partridges in 
old England, in the company of Mr. Llewellln, on the domain 
of a live lord, who is paid the snug sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars for the game privileges alone. Mr. Llewellln is the breeder 
of the strain of setters known as the Field Trial, of which Pride 
of the South Is a member. The English parlrldge is mncli larger 
than our quail, Is very wild, flies very fast, and is, therefore, more 
difficult to kill. But Capt. Pat says he gave them a taste of how 
we shoot down In Dixie, lie wound up with a description of 
gun-making at Birmingham, where the best breech-loaders are 
manufactured. 

Maj. Tom then told us of the delightful year he had spent 
in the bosom of his family; but then the wheat had the rust, and 
that little political contest did not turn out as favorably as it 
should, but he was happy, as this was the eleventh anniversary of 
bis wedding; and alter a few moments spent in general conver¬ 
sation, we bid each other good night with a wish that to-morrow 
might be a bright day. 

Early Thursday morning we started on our journey of death— 
that is, Maj. Tom and Capt. Pat did, your humble servent conclu¬ 
ded to go as “marker." Tbe sun blessed us with his bright rays, 
and with a strong east wind we entered the first field, nnd to our 
aitonlshmcnt, did not find a covey. The second field was likewise 
catered on the cost,but passing over to the west side, as Capt. Pat 
said, we breezed this field. No grander sight was ever seen than the 
hunting of the dogs, each one seeming to be determined to find 
tbe first birds; aud young Breckinridge got in first and Pride and 
Lorna coming up, backed him splendidly, (Pedro was left at 
home.) Covey was flushed and three birds were bagged, three 
more on-second rise and one more shot and seven birds from this 
covey. Then we entered the Lewis farm of that hospitable gen- 
leroan, Mr. James T. Garnett, who, together with all others, said 
to us, Hunt wherever you please on our farms, for which kindness 
I wi6h here to express our united thanks. On this farm of Mr. 
Garnett we had splendid sport. Nothing could have surpassed the 
hunting of the dogs. Lorna and Breckenridge 6eemcd to vie 
with each other and old Pride went to work with that accuracy 
and precision for which lie is noted, and which gave him the sec¬ 
ond prize in the sweepstakes last Fall at Nashville. Some extra 
shooting was done. The second covey was almost annihilated, 
but on the third covey a remarkable occurrence happened. Lorna 
made a beautiful stand In tbe broom sedge near a small hack- 
berry in which a drove of doves had lighted. Breckiurldgc run¬ 
ning up, flushed a covey, the doves flying away at the same time. 
Major Tom was not up, but Capt. Pat. fired with the right, kllliug 
two doves aud one partridge, and with the left, a long distance, 
knocked down another bird. Here we lunched and drank some 
delightful spring water, and a/no other bmtragn. Af er lunch we 
passed through the farm of Messrs. Joe and Jim Roberts but 
found no birds, then into the Jordan farm ot Major J, T. Ed¬ 
munds. Here wc found the covey which got up a long way- 
ahead of the dogs and went to a thick piece of timber where It. was 
Impossible to shoot them. Then Into W. T. Radford’s Grove 
farm, where we fouud three large coveys and bugged some of the 
largest and fattest birds I ever saw, aud with tbe hrlgbtest plu¬ 
mage I have ever noticed. It was a lotig time after dinner, and 
I can assure you we bad gotten entirely over the effects of the 
spring water. Then Into the Rose Brook farm of Major Edmunds 
Pride soon came to a beautiful stand. Some good shooting was 
done, and finding two more eovlee, we were compelled to stop, as 
the day had closed, SDd the route we had hunted over one year 
ago wub only half finished to-day. A three-mile ride landed us 
at home, and after supper the birds were brought In, counted and 
tied In bunches and hung around the porch. The number was 


found to be eeventy-flve. It was not a small day’s murder, but It'was 
so far below one day'sshootlng last year that Capt. Pat.was greatly 
disappointed. We hunted slow to give the dogs a better chance. 
All wero delighted with the noble bearing of young Breckenridge, 
with tbe splcudld points made by Launa, and with tbe accurate 
work of Pride, and after counting up, It was found that Major 
Tom lead Capt. Pat ten birds, which accounted for tbe Captain 
not feeling well, for what Is tbe advantage to a man to go all tbe 
way to Birmingham to have a gun made to shoot partridges In 
England, to drink beer In Berlin, to smoke a real meerschaum In 
Vlenua, of going above the cloudB In crossing the Alps, or of 
almost casting up bis immortal soul In crossing tbe ocean, and 
then be defeated on his first huntl And Maj. Tom, In the good¬ 
ness of his heart not wanting to exult over hie young brother, 
said, “Pat, your powder was not good,” and something waB said 
about those beverages. What did they have to do with shooting 
birds on the wing, or winging birds on the shoot 1 There could 
be seen determination written In the handsome face of tbe Cap¬ 
tain as be resolved to do or die on the morrow, and the Major 
now bad belter look well to his laurels. The morrow at last 
came, and a cloudy, ugly day It was; all got ready early and 
started, allowing old Pedro to enjoy the sport to-day. Hunting 
the fields to the east of the house, by it o'clock bud bagged 
twenty-live birds. The shooting was murder ill the first degree, 
aud the dogs seemed to have forgotten the many miles traveled 
yesterday and went ill with more zeal—came back by tbe house— 
deposited the birds, got lack and the borees, and hunted Mr. 
Garnett’s home farm, but had poor luck, finding ouly a few birds, 
no covey, passed Into the rich grove farm now rented by the clever 
bachelor, Mr, L. D. Watson. AH four of the dogs mouuted the 
fence and started down a road where two paths had been made 
through the weeds, and before we could get our horses into the 
field and liurdly ten steps off, Pride and Pedro in front made a 
beautiful stand, and Lorna and Breckenridge coming up backed 
them splendidly. And this was a si.-ht, Mr. Editor, that would 
have pleased the eye of any sportsman. Three shots and three 
birds on this rise ami to the woods they go, and four more com¬ 
plete this covey. Three other coveys found before luncli, anil 41 
birds killed. No spring near, so had to eat the lunch and black 
bottles straight. Did not lose much time, must have oue hun¬ 
dred birds to-day, but ;i few drops of rain throw rather a cloud 
over our bright hopes, but, like good soldiers, to work we went. 
One more covey in this field. Hushed by Pedro, and only one 
bird, than we passed to east side of farm, and bad some rare 
aport. Pride flndslirst covey, and on the Hush. Five birds at tour 
shots, Maj. Tom killing three, and on second rise three more, 
and balance go to the woods. Next covey only five birds and 
four killed, then passed Into farm of F. II. Campbell, when it 
commenced raining bard, and after getting six birds from tile 
first covey, and finding two other covies, tbe rain commenced 
falling so hard that we were reluctantly driven home about three 
o’clock, with two fine coveys up,and two large fields to hunt, over, 
i Arriving at home and counting blrdB we found we bad seventy 
I for this piece of a day’s work, and but for the rain would have 
j run the number up to one hundred or more; and now Capt. Pat 
feels himself highly delighted, forming himself Into a regular 
Louisiana returning board, with his breech-loader by Ills side, 
lie bulldozed Maj. Tom and counted blmBelf in by five birds, out 
of a total of one hundred and forty-live, In about one day and 
a half. 

And now, Mr. Editor, I know you and the readers of your paper 
are delighted that this bunt Is up—and Saturday morning lias 
arrived, and tbe gentlemen, much to our regret, return to their 
homes In Tennessee, carrying with them the most sincere desires 
of our heart for their happiness In this life, and a wish that we all 
be spared to enjoy many delightful returns of the “quail hunt¬ 
ing season." Marker.

Kangaroo Hunt in Australia. 


1IT AELETES. 

Three of us were riding out early one October mornin: to ex¬ 
ercise our horses, which were training for the forthcoming Tang 
Tang races. Our auimals were almost thoroughbred; and, 
though recently taken off grass, were already in harder condition 
than they would have been, under similar circumstances in any 
part of the world but Australia. On the plains of tbe Murray, the 
term “off grass” applied to stock is almost a misnomer; “off 
hay" would more nearly express the condition of the animals. 
Only In very early Bpring are the native grasses and herbs green, 
and succulent enough to make horses fiesby and soft. Two line 
kangaroo dogs, Parson and Publican, trotted at our heels. Parson 
obtained his name from abroad white band, like a choker round 
his neck, and his dark “p-pper and salt" coat. Publican, of 
course, was the twin brother. 

Several large grey kangaroo had crossed our path as we threaded 
the scrub; but the wattle trees and pines stood too close, and the 
ground was too rough to follow; so the dogs had bceu checked 
fiom pursuit. The sun was already high; consequently, for the 
sake of shade, we kept In the timber, and skirted the plain until 
we approached our galloplsg ground. As I paBsed through the 
last belt of box trees, a few yards In advance of my mates, I 
espied a mob of kangaroo grazing by someyarrun hushes, about 
four hundred yards away, and, a little apart from tbe rest, a 
“flying doe.” The red kangaroo of the plains, whenever seen 
by the hunter, Ib at once pronounced to be a “flying 
doe." A doe gives a longer and a faster chase than a buck, and 
.the wish is father to the thought. Holding up my hand to en¬ 
join silence, I stopped to tighten my saddle girths, Jack and Joe 
doing the same. We knew that, if fortunate enough to lay the 
dogs on to the doc, we might expect a faBt, long run before her 
tall would be taken. Mounting again, wo moved at a quicker 
pace, diagonally, toward the came, liopiug thus to separate the 
doe from her companions. Only about a hundred yards were 
traversed before the herd ceased browsing, and sat up with beads 
turned and ears pointed forwards. They gazed for a few moments 
at us, and then bounded off, the gray kangaroo making straight 
for the nearest timber, the red doe beading out into the plain 
Here tv as a splendid chance. Shouting to the dogs, who could not 
see the quarry, we put spurs to our horses and dashed after at a 
swinging gallop. 

Ill the first two hundred yards we gained fast upon our kanga¬ 
roo, because she had not yet noticed tile hounds, and was not go¬ 
ing at her full speed. But when Parson had got “a view,” and 
gave a low whimper as he stretched himself out for going, the 
doc perceived all her danger, redoubled her efforts, and the pace 
became tremendous. For a short time the kangaroo bounded 
along, clearing twenty feet at each stride, and gained on 
the dogs rapidly Then for four miles we raced across the 
level plain ; but scarcely held our own, though urging our horses 
to do their beet. 8ucli a burst could uot last; Dcltber horse, nor 
dog. nor kangaroo could stand It. Another mile, and we neared 
the chase; her leaps became short and unsteady. Now we crossed 
some rotten ground where our horses sank fetlock deep In the 
crab holes, and I was all but, split. Then the level began to fall 
toward the timber, and the kangaroo sprang with renewed vigor 
down toward the sheltering scrub; her strength was not exhausted 
yet, she put on a spurt, that, for the moment, outstripped the 


dogs, and seemed to make her capture doubtful; but the dogs, 
too, saw the trees, and racing another half mile, Publican got to 
her hockB, stretched himself venire a lerrr, rushed In and threw her 
like a hare. Parson In a moment had her by the throat. A 
worry, a dust, a few weak kicks and the kangaroo was dead. 
Jack jumped down aud cut off her (all. She well deserved to be 
called a “flying doe." Stic had given us a very fast run, that was 
nearly seven miles from start to finish. 

It was not uutll the hunt was over that we thought of our race¬ 
horses, and the “bucketing” we had given them. Now, as wc 
loosened girths, and took off the saddles, heaving Hanks and 
quivering nerves gave tokens of the severity of the sun. With a 
wisp of dry grass we' rubbed down the horses’ necks, backs and 
bellies, before we remounted to go home. The dogs were too 
much blown to follow them, but ran to some bushes and lay down 
punting in the shade, Ihcir throats choked with lather and blood, 
and drawing their breath in short gasps. Ten o'clock was past 
by tblstime, tbe day was unusually hot, and as we rode back 
though the scrub not a breath of air seemed stirring. One of 
the dogs presently overtook us. Soon after, as wc crossed an 
opeu glade, lie went after a big kangaroo, that only ran a few 
hundred yards before he “stuck up," Jo-followed the dog; 
Jack and I hud had enough—or our horses had, which came to the 
same thing. When, however, wc saw the kangaroo stop, we 
knew there would be a fight, and so rode along to sec it. Tbe 
dog—it was Publican—at once spraug at the kangaroo, and was 
caught In his arms. Joe was close up; but his horse became 
frightened and would not go nearer. Wc thought the dog would 
be killed before wc could render assistance. Joe apparently 
thought so also, for he dismounted, picked up a stick and hit at 
the kangaroo. The stick was rotten, aud broke short off, the 
brute still holdiug on to the dog, trying to disembowel It with his 
hind claw. To save Publican, Joe seized the kangaroo by the 
tail, so that to kick any more was impossible. The kangaroo 
Lbeu dropped the dog and struggled to get away; each great 
jump tic made titled Joe off his feet, but lie dared not let go; lie 
knew that the kangaroo, in spite of the dog worrying at his side, 
would turn on tile biggest of Ids enemies, and an “old man" kan¬ 
garoo Is an awkward customer to deal with. Joe sang out lustily 
for help, but the situation was too comical. Jack and I sat on 
our horses und shrieked with laughter. To Bee a man jerked 
alpng six feet at a bound by a hulking, ungainly kangaroo was 
Irresistibly funny; we roared again. When wc could laugh no 
longer, I rode up and knocked the beast on the bead. The tail 
was handed to Joe, as Ills spoil by force of arms beyond dispute. 
The dog Publican wasn’t much hurt, lie had fortunately escaped 
with only a few slight scratches. Parson had rejoined us by this 
time, aud wc resumed our journey homeward iu high good 
humor. 

Kangaroo in plenty were bothseen and heard on all sides as we 
rode along through the pines; but even tbe dogs had had enough 
hunting for one day, and paid no attention to them. At last oue 
huge “old man" was too cheeky; lie uot only allowed himself to 
be nearly ridden over before rousing from his slumbers, but act¬ 
ually was too lazy to hop more than twenty yards out of the way 
before lie "stuck up” at tlie foot of a gum tree. He was an Im¬ 
mense fellow—a great, grey beast, with dark muzzle, almost six 
feet In height as lie sat on Ids hocks. Ills powerful forepaws, 
armed with long black claws, looked most formidable, and Ids 
tall was as thick as a young tree. We paused to admire him, 
and the dogs thought our stopping a hint that they must kill that 
kangaroo. It was not so easily to be done, though. The "old 
man" had evidently fought before, and was a match for any 
two dogs, however cunning or fierce they might be. For ten 
minutes no chance was given to take him at a disadvantage; 
each dash of the dogs was met with equal activity by the kanga¬ 
roo, and several times he all but caught one or other of them in 
his hairy arms. Presently Publican got a fast grip of his thigh 
and held mi. Next moment Parson flew at the "old man's” 
throat. Alas, poor Parson! He was caught in those vice-like 
paws, and one kick with the terrible hind claw broke the dog’s 
ribs and laid ills lungs open. In-tantly I sprang from my horse 
ami attacked the kangaroo with my hunting-stock. A well- 
directed blow on the head brought him to earth, and another set¬ 
tled him. I turned to Parson, who, poor brute, was desperately- 
wounded and moaning with pain. I took off my shirt, tore It 
into strips, and bandaged him up; then lifted him—howling, but 
licking my face—up to my friend Jack, who volunteered to carry 
the dog home. It was a sad ending to our morning’s Bport, but 
a catastrophe by no means uncommon when hunting big kanga¬ 
roo in stick timber. 

The largest animals w,11 not run far; they are too heavy, and 
prefer to stop and fight. This they do with a ferocity and activity 
surprising in a beast of such unwieldy shape and apparently 
harmless nature. I have known an “old man” kangaroo when 
“stuck up” not to wait attac.i, but, os the horseman approached, 
to jump at him with au angry growl; and it was only the sudden 
shy of his horse which saved that gentleman from a good claw¬ 
ing. 

When kangaroo fight, their constant aim Is to seize the 
enemy with their forepaws and to strike him with the hind leg. 
Each hind foot has one long daw, pointed and 88 hard as ivory. 
A kick with this claw, fairly planted iu the side even of a horse, 
will disable him with a cut so deep as probably to cause death. 
A hunter's only chance when caught In the arms of a kangaroo 
is to press as close as possible lo tbe animal’s body, so that lie 
cannot be kicked. He must disregard the ugly wounds the aui- 
rnal Is sure to indict with his teeth about the neck and shoulders, 
and think only of saving the lower part of his body from those 
terrible hind claws. If the fight takes place neai water, the kan¬ 
garoo will at once carry either dog or man down to the stream 
and try to drown him. Under such circumstances, unless the 
hunter be armed with a knife nnd use It, his fate is sealed. I 
have often heard of dogs being drowned and of men being ducked, 
but moBt hushracn carry a knife. Kangaroo huntlug in the scrub 
Is not much fun, but In thinly-timbered country or out on the 
plains, where the working of tbe dogs can be watched, it Is more 
enjoyable than coursing"; tbe pace is hotter and the run generally 
longer. Besides, there Is a Bplce of danger to both man and beast 
that gives additional zest lo the sport.

Ducks dislike snow. It generally sends them out to broad p 
waters; they do not pitch ou snow. Geese, however, do not „ 
seem to mind it, but eat it, probably instead of water. This dts- c 
like seems to be common to most wildfowl, for you cannot have n 
a better time for shooting dunbirds than in a snowstorm; it j, 
evidently makes them restless, and they are. constantly on the s 

move during showers of snow. . 1 

It is a bad time for shooting ducks during a fog. Then they , 
fly 80 high above the fog as to be completely out of shot, and if , 
they do fly lower and hear your deeoyB, and feel Inclined to pitch, , 

they soon lose the sound of your decoys, when they wheel, ami < 

after Beeking in vain for where the attractive calling came from, , 
they continue their flight. Besides they have an aversion to fly- , 
Ine in a fog—even tame ducke are quiet then, and eit all of a t 
heap"—seeming to feel the chill more than during frost. They , 
fly higher with the wind, and lower against it. i 

For night shooting a full moon with overcast sky Is the best ] 
part of the month, and you should, if at all possible, face the , 
moon. If the sky is perfectly clear, with a full moon, then the 
ripples or waves on the water are very dark; consequently fowl 
are not so easily distinguished when on the water. With your 
back to it, the water would be lar too dark for you to distinguish 
fowl; but. for shooting in the early morntng a full moon is not a 
good time, as the birds have had a bright light to feed by, and 
fly off again to some other quarters when they are satisfied, and 

before dawn. , , . . ^ 

For morning shooting, you must take those days of the month 
when there is no moon. Then the birds rise at dawn, and there 
is another good time at morning when the full moon has act a 
few hours, and towards sunrise this second light often >nugs a 
flight. 

During the first hard frost fowl fly all day, and also at the be¬ 
ginning of a thaw. At other times there is not much flight after 
nine In the morning. Toward, the end of March they are con¬ 
stantly on the move in quest of Summer quarters, and are diffi¬ 
cult to decoy, always flying in couples. They seem perfectly sat¬ 
isfied with each other, and take little notice of the artifices of t o 
guuner Should you, however, gel a shot, rmnd and kill the 
dock first. The drake, If not struck, will generally wheel again 
over his dead mate—more so if she is wounded, and while float¬ 
ing on the water moves about; and if you are shooting at a place 
where this couple have been before, in the full intention of Sum¬ 
mering there, the drake will then often' return within a quarter 
of an hour. You must then throw up a duck decoy, and the 
drake is certain to come within shot. 

When in your screen, pay great attention to the calling of 
your decoys. With a little practice you will be able to distinguish 
when they see any wildfowl, or hear them In the dark, by their 
all calling at once, and loudly; and during daytime, if you lean 
against the hack of the screen, keep your eye on a favorite decoy, 
aud when it secs anything, be It ever so far off, the decoy, will 
turn one side of Its face towards the fowl, with its head to one 
side, looking up at it. For a duck, Train the formation of its 
head, looks from the side, not from the front, as we do. 

When ft Is dark you must be perfectly quiet, 5 on can never 
know what may have pitched on the water, and any noise, even 
if it did not frighten ihe fowl away, would, at all events, cause 
them to keep at a safe distance. At daytime you can see around 
you, and a rigid silence Is not necessary until you have btrdB near 
vou. And let me here remark that sound travels farther and 
distlncter vertically than horizontally. You have only to refer to 
some episodes of the last great war, when balloons were intro¬ 
duced amongst the numerous and costly luxuries of battle, ine 
awonauts, although at a great height, often knew they were seen 
by the remarks they heard made below. Aad pedestrians were 
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not unoften startled by supernatural sounds descending from the 

Cl °Som'id, of course, In an Intense quantity has produced rain, and 
sometimes, ou a sultry day, I have seen drops fall immediately 
arter a discharge of several barrels. , . , . 

Only quite lately I heard duck chattering In the air, uml at last 
saw them many hundred yards high. So, when you see foal 
above von, do not, In full confidence of the distance they are off, 
make 'a noise, for they ...ay easily hear you when you would 
fancy that the sound of your voice could nolireach them. 

You should not smoke when It is dark. The glimmer of the 
lighted end of a cigarette or cigar would act toward fowl as the 
ml light ot a ship doe* to a mariner, and If you Insist upon 
smoking then confine your nicotian inclination to a pipe, with a 
cover to it, for you have no Idea the distance the glow of tobacco 
can he seen at ;'and also, If you have to light your pipe with a 
match the tiare-up in the screen Is simply disastrous to sport. 
But, apart from all this, ducks are a keen-scented race 
The decoyman conceals his presence hy holding a bit of burn 
log peat when he is catching wildfowl in his nets, aud the gunner 
iu his screen must do likewise, for he Is to windward of any birds 
that may pitch iu front of him. For this reason the Iron pot with 
peat Is frequently used The pot may be about eighteen inches 
wide You should have a couple of inches depth of ashes at 
the bottom, aud also a lid with a handle to it—inot to cover 
the pot, but of such a diameter as to let it Into the pot. \V hen 
you start In the morning, take a piece of lighted peat in the pot, 
and a few spare oues in your boat, so that when you are in the 
screen you need not light It. This would cause too much re- 

A great deal ol peat Is used to Holland for fuel, and also fur 

k ' l The Dutchman has In Ills kltoheu au iron vessel with a llght- 
fitting lid, aud he keeps this well stocked with peat that has been 
burned. These pieces are carefully picked out of the fire, put in 
the iron box, and soon extinguished for want of air. When a tiro 
has to he lighted, a bit of burned peat Is put into the kitchen tire. 
I„ a few moments it Is all of a glow, and this, added to chips and 
coal, assist in quickeutug the lighting of afire. They abo use 
burning peat for putting under hot-water kettle for tea, and also 
In a small earthenware vessel Inside a wooden box, with a perfora- 
ted tou This serves as a footstool, and also keeps the Dutch 
vrouw’s feet warm. So put a piece into your pot when you go 
out shooting, and add the common peat wheu you are in your 
screen. If you wish to warm your kettle, put three or four 
pieces of peat round the live ones to form a tripod to put the 
kettle on, and should you leave your screen for a short time, and 
wish to keep the lire alight, cover the livfe pieces with ash, and 
put the lid on lightly. This will allow your fire to smoulder. 
But at other limes you need not p.ut on the lid; and when nearly 
consumed, add a few pieces of fresh peat with the live bits be¬ 
tween. Then you can keep on a lire all day and night. 

U you wish to light your tobacco, and have no matches, take a 
bit of stick or reed, and bend it double like tongs, so that you can 
pick out a live ember. The apparent luxury of this lire will, bow- 
• ever, serve you iu decoying, for the fumes of the peat will couceal 

I vour scent. .... 

Aud when It is light, and birds pitch in front of you, put out 
r vour tobacco, or else ram down the bowl of your pipe to stop 
the smoke from coming out.—W. P. R., i» I*nil and Water. 


Treed by a Tiger. 


In the year 1857, after an enforced Idleness of some months, t 
the result of a severe attack of typhoid fever, I was agreeably sur- t 
prised lit the receipt of a letter from a relative In the timber trade, v 
which requested me to undertake the duties of agent for the put- 6 
chase of leSkvin Burmab. Foreign travel, and more the excite- „ 
meat of killinghitge game, had always been my ambition, so I 
lost no time in making preparations for leaving England. My , 
station was to be Moulmcin, in Tenasserim, then under the con- , 
trol of Major Fytebe as chief commissioner. I soon found that 
my agency was no easy taBk, as the trading ability of the native 
merchants was of higher order than my own; and that I had 
much to learti before I could say I understood the business. How- , 
ever, by the help of a friendly American, who was established | 
there in another line of business, I found, after a time, that I bad ( 
sufficient leisure for the exercise of my proclivities for sport, and | 
at a day’s distance I could get a shot or two at deer—my business 
not thereby neglected. My American friend, who was a capital ( 
shot, proposed a longer excursion up the course of the Sallveen ( 
River - and with a couple of servants, we started ou Pegu pontes, 
provisioned for a week. At the end of the second day’s journey 
my companion became ill with fever; and at his earnest entreaty 
I left him behind with one servant, determined to go on for 
another day Into a region where deer were said to be found In 
abundance. To my annoyance 1 discovered when I halted for the 
night, that my servant had left behind my friend's rifle and had 
only brought on my own smooth-bore. It was a single barrel of 
large calibre with which I had won many a pigeon match in En- 
gland True, I had my frleud’s bullet-mold in my bag, but it 
was too small for the bore of my fowling-piece, and I was com 
nelled to content myself with the expectation of 6tich chances as 
swan-shot would afford me. Shortly after noon the next day, as 
wc were cooking dlonir, a native informed tny servant that a 
deer had been killed during the night by a tiger a few miles off, 
and, having been disturbed,, it was certain he would return at 
nightfall to the carcase. There was no time for much delibera¬ 
tion. With some compunction I sacrificed a pewter goblet that 
years before, iu my school days, \ bad won in a sculling match at 
Henley. With this I c»at a dozen bullets and fitted them to my 
smoothbore by stitching up curb in wdl oiled fragments of one 
of my gloves. I starled, with the native as a guide, and just be¬ 
fore sundown I was comfortably suited on the broken branch of a 
tree at about thirty feet from the ground, with two small boughs 
i conveniently placed as rests for my feet. It was a splendid 
position, and perfectly safe. I had the carcase of the deer dragged 
to a spot about twenty yards distant, so that with my back 
: against the body of the tree, the end of the broken branch on 
which 1 sat astride formed a good rest for my fowling-piece. 
Mv guide left me and returned to my camping-place. When the 
I sun set It became too dark to distinguish the bait; but I heard 
- unmistakable sounds of the Ug r’s presence. Those who only 
i know the deep silence of a forest In England would be amazed at 
the night sounds to be heard In a tropical jungle. Low moans as 
i of a human bring 111 Intense pain seemed to (loat In the air, and 
.« several times a weird, unearthly shriek made my flesh creep. T he 
, noire of the water-fowl on the river, only about sixty yards in 
frout of me, was unceasing. Aftcrsomc weary walling, the moon 
r rose, and 1 began to calculate my chances for a pot shot. 1 ra¬ 
il sently I saw, or thought I saw, the beast’s head; aud judging as 
s well as the Imperfect light would permit, the position of his 
i shoulder, I llred. A fearful growl, and a rush Into the jungle, 
r told me that my shot had not been a deadly one. In a lew mln- 
d utes the liger returned to his meat, aud I Baw him from time to 
o time turn round and lick his side. He woe evidently wounded. 
h Be I ore I had time to observe this, I prepared to reload, and found, 
ie to my Intense mortification,.that I had either dropped my bag of 
n bullets or had left them In the hands of my guide, who had held 
•e my gun whilst I climbed the tree by the aid of a gigantic creeper. 


I had now nothing to do hut wait till daylight when all felldte re¬ 
tire Into the thick jungle. The night became cloudy and I had 
ouly to wait patiently. As daylight)- slowly came, a thick white 
mlBl in snow-white cloude covered the ground, with only occa¬ 
sional openings that gave me a paaaing glimpse of the tiger. To 
mv horror he did not retire, but lay still and watched me. I was 
defenseless aud he appeared to understand and appreciate ray 
helpless condition. 1 dreaded the return of my servant and the 
guide to certain destruction. I racked my brain to remember 
such words of Burmese as would enable mo to shout a warning, 
hut in vain I searched my pockets and made a mental Inventory 
of my store of missiles. A couple of swan-shot In a corner of my 
noeket, a heavy gold curb chain, au old steel swivel seal, and a 
Urge steel pencil case, comprised the whole. 1 loaded with the 
chuln and the two swan-shot first, and tired steadily at the left 
side of his head, which was exposed to me for a moment between 
the clouds of white mist. His growls were terrific, yet he stirred 
□ot and It was nearly an hour before I could get a shot at him 
with the steel pencil case and seal. By this time, however, the 
mist had so far cleared off that 1 had a fair and Bteady shot be¬ 
hind his left shoulder. It was a fatal one, for In two minutes 1.1s 
death struggles were over. The peneil-ease had penetrated Ills 
heart and hv the time my servant and guide arrived with my 
nonv 1 had half skinned him. The chain had fearfully mutilated 
Ids head, ami destroyed the sight of the left eye, but had missed 
the bratn. My first 6hot had gone quite through his flauk with- 
out Injuring any vital part. 1 was recalled shortly afterwards, 
and my first task In England was to get the fragment* of ray 
chain made into a ring, which l always wear. The tiger s skin Is 
now on my library hearth, and I am often reminded, as I look at 
It of the joke of my American friend, who used to declare that I 
am the only man he ever knew who had been treed by a tiger.—

yield :—I am stopping in the country about half a day's drive from 
the above named place. Sporting items are scarce since our last 
snap of cold weather.
